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The  Curriculum  of  this  School  of  Medicine  requires  an  adequate 
Preliminary  Education  and  Four  Years  of  Study  in  College,  each  term 
cf  eight  months'  duration,  devoted  to  Laboratory,  Didactic,  and  Clini- 
cal Instruction,  to  Recitations,  and  to  Manual  Training  in  the  use  of 
Instruments  and  Appliances.

ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 
1897-98 

Rush  Medical  College,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  is  one  of 
the  oldest  chartered  institutions  of  learning  in  the  Northwest. 
It  was  founded  more  than  half  a  century  ago,  by  the  late  Daniel 
Brainard,  who  was  its  first  President.  He  was  succeeded  in 
turn  by  Presidents  J.  V.  Z.  Blancy,  Joseph  W.  Freer,  J.  Adams 
Allen,  and  Edward  L.  Holmes. 

The  first  structure  erected  for  its  use  was  of  small  size  and 
situated  in  the  North  Division  of  the  city,  where  it  was  succeeded 
at  a  later  date  by  a  large  and  commodious  building  that  was 
completely  destroyed  by  the  Chicago  fire  in  the  year  1871.  A 
temporary  amphitheater  was  then  built  in  the  South  Division 
of  the  city  and  occupied  for  four  succeeding  years,  when  the 
oldest  of  the  present  buildings  was  completed.  This  institution 
has  given  medical  education  to  more  than  five  thousand  physi- 
cians. It  has  constantly  aimed  to  furnish  the  best  practical  in- 
struction, and  has  steadily  progressed  to  a  point  where  its  edu- 
cational facilities  are  unrivaled. 

Rush  Medical  College  is  one  of  the  several  institutions  of 
medicine  officially  recognized  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  the  city  of  London,  England.  The  Rush  Alumni 
are  thus  entitled  in  Great  Britain  to  all  the  privileges  accorded 
the  graduates  of  other  institutions  recognized  by  the  Examining 
Board  in  England  of  the  Conjoint  Bodies. 

THE   GOVERNMENT 

of  the  College  is  vested  in  a  "perpetual  Board  of  Trustees," 
which  was  constituted  by  a  special  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Illinois,  in  February,  1837,  and  of  which  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  are  members  ex-officio. 

This  Board  is  responsible  to  the  State  for  the  careful  man- 
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agement  of  the  financial  and  educational  interests  of  the  College, 
and  for  the  discipline  of  its  students. 

THE   COLLEGE   BUILDINGS. 

The  Clinical  Building,  situated  upon  the  corner  of  West 
Harrison  and  Wood  Streets,  is  devoted  to  didactic  and  clinical 
lectures,  and  to  instruction  in  the  use  of  instruments  employed 
in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease.  Its  ground  floor  is 
occupied  by  the  Dispensary,  where  about  twenty  thousand  pa- 
tients are  treated  annually.  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  con- 
nected with  the  College  in  such  a  manner  that  the  patients  in 
the  wards  of  the  former  can  be  transferred  directly  to  the  upper 
amphitheater  for  either  operative  procedures  or  clinical  instruc- 
tion. 

The  Laboratories  are  situated  on  Harrison  Street,  opposite 
the  Clinical  Building.  The  upper  floor,  one  hundred  by  forty- 
five  feet,  is  devoted  to  Anatomical  work.  The  first  four  stories 
are  occupied  by  recitation  rooms  and  laboratories,  amply  sup- 
plied with  apparatus  and  means  of  illustration  for  practical 
instruction  in  Chemistry,  Pathology,  Bacteriology,  Physiology, 
Histology,   Materia  Medica,   Therapeutics,  and   Hygiene. 

ANNUAL  LIMITATION. 

The  statements  made  below  as  to  conditions,  fees,  rules,  and 
courses  of  lectures  relate  to  the  year  ending  June  i,  1898,  only, 
and  are  applicable  to  all  students  without  regard  to  the  time 
of  a  first  or  any  subsequent  matriculation.  Changes  in  the  corps 
of  instructors  and  in  the  curriculum  are  made  at  any  time  when 
the  Trustees  decide  such  to  be  desirable  or  necessary. 

COURSE. 

The  Fifty -fifth  Annual  Course  of  Instruction  begins  Tues- 
day evening,  September  28,  1897,  and  closes  on  Commencement 
Day,  Wednesday,  May  25,  1898.  Students  should  be  present  at 
the  beginning  of  the  term. 

VACATIONS. 

The  Christmas  vacation  begins  December  18,  and  includes 
January  3.  The  summer  vacation  begins  Thursday,  May  26, 
and  ends  Tuesday,  September  27. 
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INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  continues  through  four  terms  of  eight  months 
each,  and  is  given  in  graded  courses,  by  clinical  and  didactic 
lectures;  by  practical  work  in  the  laboratories,  dissecting  room, 
and  dispensaries;  by  manual  training  in  the  use  of  instruments 
employed  in  medicine  and  surgery;  and  by  oral  recitation  of 
lessons  assigned  by  the   Faculty.

PRACTICAL   CHEMISTRY. 

Ample  facilities  are  afforded  in  the  new  Laboratory  for  the 
study  of  Practical  Chemistry.  The  course  consists  of  an  ex- 
tended series  of  tests  and  experiments,  chiefly  designed  to  illus- 
trate the  application  of  Chemistry  to  Practical  Medicine. 

PRACTICAL    ANATOMY,    DISSECTIONS    AND    DEMONSTRATIONS    ON 
THE    CADAVER    AND    LIVING    MODEL. 

The  dissecting  room  is  large,  well  ventilated,  and  perfectly 
lighted;  it  affords  every  advantage  for  the  practical  study  of 
Anatomy.  Abundant  material  is  provided,  and  the  most  re- 
cent and  approved  means  of  illustration  are  employed.  A  special 
room,  well  equipped  for  that  purpose,  is  provided  for  Osteology, 
which  contains  a  large  number  of  skeletons  that  are  used  in 
class  demonstrations,  and  are  loaned  to  students  for  study  at 
home. 

PHYSIOLOGY  AND   HISTOLOGY. 

The  course  in  Physiology  extends  throughout  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years,  and  is  arranged  as  follows:  Fresh- 
man Physiology  comprises  the  study  of  the  Cell,  the  Tissues, 
the  Proximate  Principles,  the  Blood,  the  Circulation,  Respira- 
tion, Digestion,  Absorption,  Secretion  and  Excretion,  the  Mus- 
cular System,  Tissue  Metabolism,  and  Animal  Heat. 

Sophomore  Physiology  comprises  a  study  of  the  Voice,  the 
Nervous  System,  the  Special  Senses,  and  Reproduction.  The 
subject  is  taught  by  means  of  didatic  lectures,  recitations,  and 
practical  work  in  the  Laboratories. 

The  Didactic  Course,  comprising  two  lectures  each  week  in 
the  Freshman  and  one  each  week  in  the  Sophomore  year,  is 
illustrated  by  numerous  drawings,  paintings,  stereopticon  pic- 
tures, and  models.  Only  such  demonstrations  are  made  in  the 
arena  as  can  be  seen  to  advantage  by  every  member  of  the  class. 
In  the  recitation,  or  quiz  course,  one  recitation  weekly  for 
each  class,  the  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  and  lessons 
are  assigned  in  the  required  text-book. 

The  Laboratory  work  in  the  Freshman  year  comprises  two 
distinct  courses,  one  in  Histology  and  one  in  Experimental 
Physiology,  each  occupying  about  two  hours  weekly  through- 
out the  year.  The  course  in  Histology  is  arranged  to  accom- 
pany the  didactic  and  recitation  course  in  Physiology  and  His- 
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tology,  in  order  that  the  student  may  acquire  a  knowledge  of  mi- 
croscopical structure  in  connection  with  his  study  of  the  function 
of  tissues  and  organs.  The  Laboratory  is  provided  with  seventy 
microscopes  (Leitz  and  Zeiss)  and  with  necessary  microtomes  and 
other  appliances.  This  course  is  a  complete  course  in 
microtomy  as  well  as  in  microscopy,  and  the  student  secures 
a  complete  collection  of  slides  illustrating  the  normal  histology 
of  the  human  body.  Each  student  must  provide  himself  with 
the  requisite  slides,  cover  glasses,  and  slide-boxes,  and  with  a 
microtomy  case. 

The  Physiological  Laboratory  lis  equipped  with  an  ex- 
cellent working  outfit  of  physiological  apparatus,  much  of  it 
made  for  the  Laboratory  on  special  order.  Most  of  the  demon- 
strations usually  performed  before  the  class  in  the  arena  are 
made  in  this  course  by  the  students  themselves,  or  by  the  demon- 
strators, the  students  assisting. 

A  course  in  Experimental  Physiology,  one  hour  each  week 
of  the  Sophomore  year,  includes  the  usual  experiments,  illus- 
trating physiological  phenomena  in  connection  with  the 
nervous  system  and  the  special  senses.  The  text-book  followed 
in  these  special  courses  is  Stirling's  Practical  Physiology. 

MEDICAL   PHYSICS. 

This  course  in  the  freshman  year  embraces  a  review  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  heat,  light,  sound,  and  electricity;  the 
physical  properties  of  gases  and  fluids;  and  the  mechanism  of 
the  human  body.  Instruction  is  given  by  practical  demonstra- 
tions, by  didactic  lectures  and  by  recitations. 

LABORATORY  OF  PRACTICAL  MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERA- 
PEUTICS. 

A  course  of  sixty  (60)  hours'  laboratory  instruction'  in 
Materia  Medica  is  required  of  the  Sophomore  Class.  The  Class  is 
made  familiar  with  the  physical  properties  and  the  physiological 
and  toxicological  effects  of  crude  drugs  and  their  finished 
products.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  chemical,  physical, 
and  pharmaceutical  effects  noticed  in  making  ordinary  offi- 
cial preparations  and  in  the  compounding  of  prescriptions. 
Prescription  writing  and  compounding  are  required  at  each  exer- 
cise and  the  subject  of  incompatibilities  is  thoroughly  considered. 

The  Laboratory  is  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  apparatus 
for  making  tinctures,  fluid  extracts,  infusions,  syrups,  etc.,  there 
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being  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  separate  lockers  fitted  with 
all  necessary  apparatus  for  the  work  assigned  to  the  students 
and  desk  room  for  sixty  (60)  students  to  work  at  once. 

The  Practical  Threrapeutic  Course  requiring  twenty  (20) 
to  twenty-four  (24)  hours,  is  given  to  the  Junior  Class,  which  is 
divided  into  sections  of  convenient  size  for  the  work  to  be  done. 

The  first  half  of  the  course  is  given  to  Electrotherapy,  in- 
cluding the  physics,  physiology,  and  therapeutics  of  the  subject. 
Battery  consiruction  and  the  applications  of  electricity  are 
shown. 

The  technique  of  Massage,  Balneotherapy,  Lavage,  Enemata, 
Hypodermic  Medication,  Atomization,  and  Aerotherapy  is  illus- 
trated upon  hospital  patients.  Invalid  cookery  also  receives 
especial  attention. 

The  didactic  courses,  of  two  (2)  lectures  each  week  upon 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  each,  are  accompanied  by  a 
weekly  recitation,  for  which  each  class  is  divided  into  con- 
venient sized  sections. 

BACTERIOLOGY,  GENERAL  PATHOLOGY,  AND  MORBID  ANATOMY. 

The  instruction  in  these  branches  is  under  the  charge  of 
Ludwig  Hektoen,  Professor  of  Morbid  Anatomy,  in  co- 
operation with  Doctor  E.  R.  Le  Count,  Demonstrator  of 
Pathology,  Doctor  G.  H.  Weaver,  Demonstrator  of  Bacteriology, 
and  other  assistants. 

Bacteriology  is  taught  during  the  second  year  by  practical 
laboratory  courses  of  sixty  hours  each.  The  laboratory  is  fully 
equipped  with  apparatus  and  the  student  is  required  to  become 
practically  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media,  the 
method  of  cultivating,  staining,  and  studying  bacteria,  the  prin- 
ciples of  sterilization  and  disinfection,  and  to  study  the  im- 
portant pathogenic  species. 

General  Pathology  is  taught  during  the  second  year  by 
laboratory  work,  demonstrations,  recitations,  and  lectures.  A 
practical  laboratory  course  of  sixty  hours  is  given  in  general 
pathological  histology.  The  specimens  prepared  and  studied 
illustrate  the  fundamental  pathological  processes,  to-wit:  the 
disturbances  of  circulation,  the  retrogressive  and  the  progressive 
changes,  inflammation,  tumors,  as  well  as  the  actions  of  the 
animal  and  vegetable  parasites.  The  student  is  required  to  make 
drawings   and   write    descriptions    of   his   preparations.     Actual 
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experiments  are  made  in  connection  with  this  work  and  illus- 
trative gross  specimens  are  also  studied.  Recitations  and  ex- 
planatory lectures  occupy  sixty  hours  more. 

Morbid  Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  third  year.  Personal  in- 
struction is  given  in  the  methods  of  making  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  of  properly  recording  the  results.  The  Cook 
County,  Presbyterian,  and  other  hospitals  furnish  abundant  ma- 
terial for  a  demonstration  course  in  Morbid  Anatomy,  in  which 
the  student  is  required  to  study  and  describe  the  gross  lesions. 
Simultaneously,  a  practical  course  of  sixty  hours  in  special 
pathological  histology  is  given.  Conferences  and  lectures 
occupy  thirty  hours  more. 

The  pathological  laboratory  possesses  seventy-six  Leitz  and 
Zeiss  microscopes,  each  with  three  or  two  objectives  and  sub- 
stage  apparatus,  about  sixteen  microtomes,  and  all  other  neces- 
sary equipments;  abundant  and  properly  lighted  desk  room 
with  lockers  is  also  at  hand.  The  laboratory  has  a  good  museum 
for  teaching  purposes  and  it  is  provided  with  a  fairly  complete 
special  library,  containing  complete  files  of  the  important  serials, 
general  indices,  dictionaries,  etc.,  and  also  current  literature. 
During  the  month  of  May  each  year  a  special  course  for  practi- 
tioners is  given.  There  is  sufficient  material  and  apparatus  for 
advanced  work  and  special  research. 

PRACTICAL  SURGERY  UPON  THE  CADAVER. 

The  course  in  Operative  Surgery,  required  for  graduation, 
is  given  by  the  Professor  of  Practice  of  Surgery.  Under  his 
supervision  members  of  the  class  are  required  to  make  the 
principal  and  minor  operations  upon  the  cadaver,  and  to  be- 
come practically  familiar  with  bandaging  and  the  use  of 
surgical  appliances. 

The  dressings  for  fractures  and  dislocations  are  demon- 
strated by  the  Professor  of  Principles  of  Surgery  on  the  living 
model. 

PRACTICAL   OBSTETRICS. 

In  the  Maternity  Pavilion  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  every 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  has  opportunities  during  the  year 
to  witness  and  assist  in  deliveries  under  the  direction  of  the 
obstetrical  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  the  College. 
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OBSTETRICAL  MANIPULATIONS. 

These  requirements  of  graduation  are  taught  by  means  of 
the  manikin  and  cadaver  in  special  courses. 

Students  are  instructed  in  Pelvimetry  by  the  Professor  of 
Clinical  Obstetrics.  He  also  gives  a  full  touch  course  to  each 
individual  student.  This  course  includes  examination  per  vagi- 
nam  and  of  the  abdominal  wall,  for  the  purpose  of  clinical  study 
of  fcetal  position  and  presentation. 

AUSCULTATION   AND    PERCUSSION. 

Under  direction  of  Professor  Ingals,  thorough  courses  of 
practical  instruction  in  Auscultation  and  Percussion  are  given. 

LARYNGOSCOPY,  OPHTHALMOLOGY,  AND  OTOSCOPY. 

Every  student  is  taught  the  use  of  the  instruments  required 
for  exploration  of  the  larynx,  the  eye,  and  the  ear.  He  is  also 
taught  the  theory  of  refraction  and  the  method  of  fitting  spec- 
tacles. In  the  rooms  specially  devoted  to  this  work,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  professors  and  competent  instructors,  are 
models  of  the  larynx,  of  the  eye,  and  of  the  ear,  and  a  valuable 
collection  of  pathological  specimens.  Here,  also,  patients  are 
regularly  examined  with  the  aid  of  the  apparatus  provided.  The 
recitations  in  these  branches  include  a  careful  review  of  the 
principles  of  Optics  and  Acoustics. 

LIFE   INSURANCE. 

Instruction  is  given,  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
Professor  of  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  with  a  view 
to  training  students  in  examinations  for  life  insurance.  Those 
familiar  with  these  lectures  are  competent  to  perform  all  the 
duties  required  of  the  expert  examiner  of  a  Life  Insurance 
Company. 

RECITATIONS. 

Recitations  are  conducted  in  seven  commodious  rooms, 
specially  arranged  for  this  method  of  teaching. 

Stated  lessons,  assigned  from  approved  text-books  and  re- 
cited in  small  classes,  supplement  the  didactic  lectures,  the  work 
in  the  laboratories,  and  the  observation  of  patients  in  the  clinics 
of  the  College.  Regularity  of  attendance  upon  recitations  is 
required  of  all  students,  and  the  marks  obtained  are  counted  in 
the  annual  examinations. 
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Each  one  of  the  four  classes  is  divided  into  sections, 
and  each  section  is  placed  under  the  care  of  special  instructors 
in  the  several  departments  of  medicine  and  surgery,  by  whom 
every  student  is  drilled  in  the  daily  recitation  of  lessons  from 
the  text-books  selected  by  the  Faculty. 

This  system  of  recitations  provides  for  the  special  instruction 
of  the  students  in  relatively  small  groups.  By  this  means  the 
facilities  offered  in  the  smaller  schools  of  medicine  are  com- 
bined with  the  great  educational  advantages  of  the  larger  pro- 
fessional colleges,  situated  in  populous  centers  and  enjoying 
unrivaled  clinical  advantages. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  practical  methods  of  manual  training  are  applied,  as 
far  as  possible,  not  only  in  laboratory  work,  but  also  in  teaching 
the  art  of  surgery  and  medicine. 

It  is  the  special  object  of  this  training  to  educate  the  senses 
and  the  hands  in  the  use  of  instruments  of  diagnosis  and  of 
treatment. 

CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

CLINICS    CONTINUE    THROUGHOUT    THE    YEAR. 

Surgery. — Surgical  Clinics  are  given  by  Professor  Senn  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday,  and  by  Professor  Hamilton  on  Satur- 
day, at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  Special  attention  is  given  to  Surgical 
diagnosis.  During  the  past  year  over  one  thousand  patients 
were  treated  in  these  clinics,  covering  the  whole  field  of  practical 
surgery,  including  amputations,  laparotomies,  operations  on  the 
brain,  herniotomy,  etc. 

Medicine. — Professor  Lyman  holds  clinics  on  Internal  Med- 
icine and  on  the  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  every  Mon- 
day and  Thursday  at  10  a.  m.,  except  during  the  months  of  Octo- 
ber and  November,  when  they  are  conducted  by  Professor 
Bridge. 

Gynecology. — An  operative  clinic  is  held  each  Wednesday 
in  the  amphitheater,  by  Professor  Etheridge,  at  10  a.  m.  Daily 
clinics  are  given  in  the  College  building  for  the  special  instruc- 
tion of  the  graduating  class  in  Clinical  Gynecology,  by  Professor 
Adolphus  and  assistants. 

Skin  and  Venereal  Diseases. — Professor  Hyde,  assisted  by 
Dr.  F.  H.  Montgomery  and  Dr.  W.  F.  Robinson,  holds  a  clinic 
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on  Skin,  Venereal,  and  Genito-Urinary  Diseases  at  3  p.  m.  every 
Monday  and  Friday  throughout  the  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. — Professor  Holmes,  with  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  Alfred  Hinde,  holds  a  clinic  at  3  p.  m.  every 
Wednesday  throughout  the  year,  on  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and 
Ear. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat,  and  Chest. — Professor  Ingals, 
assisted  by  Dr.  John  Edwin  Rhodes,  holds  a  clinic  on  Diseases 
of  the  Nose,  Throat,  and  Chest  at  2  p.  m.  every  Wednesday. 
Diagnosis  by  members  of  the  class  is  made  a  feature  of  these 
clinics. 

Diseases  of  Children. — A  clinic  on  Diseases  of  Children  is 
given  every  Friday  at  2  o'clock,  by  Professor  Cotton. 

THE    CENTRAL    FREE    DISPENSARY. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary,  which  occupies  the  first  floor 
of  the  Clinical  Building,  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors 
entirely  independent  of  the  College.  It  depends  wholly  for  its 
support  upon  voluntary  contributions  of  the  benevolent.  The 
Directors  require  the  House  Physician  of  the  Dispensary  to 
request  every  applicant  for  medical  aid  to  contribute  to  the 
current  expenses  of  the  institution  a  small  sum  according  to 
his  means,  but  no  patient  is  denied  the  help  he  needs  because 
of  inability  to  contribute.  Patients  who  state  that  they  are 
able  to  pay  a  physician  are  not  treated  at  the  Dispensary.  The 
members  of  the  medical  staff  receive  no  pay  whatever  for  their 
services  in  the  Dispensary  or  clinics. 

THE    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL. 

The  Hospital  Building  adjoins  the  College  and  accommo- 
dates two  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  thus  adding  largely  to  the 
clinical  advantages  of  the  College.  About  two  thousand  are 
treated  at  the  Hospital  each  year.

THE   COUNTY   HOSPITAL. 

OPPOSITE    THE    COLLEGE. 

About  twelve  thousand  patients  are  treated  here  annually 
and  hundreds  of  important  surgical  operations  are  performed. 

In  the  rear  of  the  amphitheater  is  the  necropsy  theater,  in 
which  are  held  the  post-mortem  examinations  of  the  hospital. 
Opportunities  are  given  for  the  study  of  the  gross  appearances 
produced  by  disease,  and  of  the  technique  of  post-mortem  exam- 
inations. This  course  is  required  in  the  junior  and  senior  year 
of  the  course.     Annual  fee,  five  dollars. 

THE  ILLINOIS  CHARITABLE   EYE  AND  EAR  INFIRMARY 

affords  large  facilities  for  the  clinical  study  of  diseases  of  the 
Eye  and  Ear. 

During  the  past  year  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-six patients  received  treatment  at  the  Infirmary;  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight  operations  were  performed. 

Regular  clinics  are  given  during,  the  term  either  by  Drs. 
Holmes,  Ware,  Montgomery,  Bishop,  Davey,  Bettman,  or  Beard. 
Annual  fee,  five  dollars.   . 
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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

Students  upon  entering  this  College  are  required  to  furnish, 
satisfactory  certificates  of  good  moral  standing,  and,  as  testi- 
monials of  sufficient  preliminary  education,  a  diploma  from  a 
literary  or  scientific  college,  academy,  or  high  school,  or  a 
teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade  when  coupled  with  an 
examination  in  the  elements  of  the  Latin  language.  A  cer- 
tificate that  one  has  passed  the  entrance  examinations  of  any 
of  the  literary  colleges  named  below,  or  of  other  schools  of 
similar  requirements,  is  accepted  also.  Students  without  such 
credentials  are  advised  to  take  one  of  these  examinations,  time 
and  place  for  which  may  be  learned  by  writing  to  the  respective 
colleges.  Students  who  cannot  furnish  these  testimonials  of  a 
sufficient  preliminary  education  must  pass  an  examination,  con- 
ducted in  the  college  building  by  the  Faculty  of  the  University, 
in  writing,  in  the  branches  of  a  good  English  education,  includ- 
ing Algebra  as  far  as  equations  of  the  second  degree,  the  first 
book  of  Geometry,  Higher  Arithmetic,  English  Composition, 
Elementary  Physics,  and  the  elements  of  the  Latin  Language, 
equivalent  to  Harkines's  First  Book.  Students  found  deficient 
in  not  more  than  two  of  these  required  branches,  excepting 
English,  are  given  an  opportunity  of  making  up  their  conditions 
during  the  freshman  year.  Competent  instruction  in  Mathe- 
matics and  Latin  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  a  moderate  fee. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  September  28  and 
October  12. 

Graduates  or  matriculates  of  reputable  colleges,  or  graduates 
of  high  schools  of  the  first  grade,  or  normal  schools  established 
by  State  authority,  or  those  who  may  have  successfully  passed 
the  entrance  examination  provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  students  who  desire  to  pursue  a  special  course 
without  graduation,  are  admitted  without  preliminary  examina- 
tion. 

Graduates  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Surgery  (the 
Dental  Department  of  Lake  Forest  University),  and  of  other 
Dental  Colleges  of  like  requirements,  are  admitted  to  the  Sopho- 
more Class  of  this  institution. 

Graduates  of  Schools  of  Pharmacy  (but  not  Registered  Phar- 
macists who  have  not  been  graduated),  and  graduates  of  Schools 
of  Veterinary  Surgery,  that  require  adequate  preliminary  edu- 
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cation,  are  admitted  to  this  College  without  examination,  and 
may  be  graduated  at  the  end  of  three  full  courses. 

Candidates  from  recognized  medical  schools  who  wish  to 
enter  advanced  classes  in  the  College  must  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence  of  preliminary  education. 

Graduates  of  Lake  Forest  University  Science  Course 
for  students  intending  to  study  medicine,  and  graduates 
of  similar  courses  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  Cor- 
nell University,  Harvard  University,  Haverford  College, 
University  of  Illinois,  University  of  Indiana,  Iowa  Col- 
lege, Johns  Hopkins  University,  University  of  Kansas,  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  Northwestern  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Notre  Dame,  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  Princeton  University,  Purdue  University, 
Swarthmore  College,  Tulane  University,  Wabash  College,  West 
Virgina  University,  University  of  Wisconsin,  Yale  University, 
and  of  other  schools  offering  an  equivalent  course  of  study,  are 
admitted  without  examination  or  previous  medical  study  to  the 
second  year  of  the  four  required  years  in  Rush  Medical  College. 

Such  science  course  must  have  included  the  following 
branches: 

General  Biology,  at  least  150  hours.  General  Chemistry, 
at  least  200  hours.  Botany,  at  least  100  hours-  Physics,  at 
least  150  hours-  Physiology,  at  least  200  hours.  Histology,  at 
least  100  hours.  Bacteriology,  at  least  50  hours.  Embryology, 
at  least  50  hours. 

STATE  LA  VS. 

With  but  few  exceptions  all  the  states  and  territories  of  the 
Union  require  as  a  necessary  qualification  for  admission  to  the 
practice  of  medicine,  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  medical  col- 
lege, a  successful  examination  before  a  state  board  of  examiners, 
or  both  a  diploma  and  a  state  examination. 


CONDUCT   OF   STUDENTS. 

The. Faculty  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection 
of  any  student  with  the  institution  at  any  time  on  the  ground 
of  what  they  may  deem  moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  pro- 
fession, disorderly  conduct,  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules 
while  connected  with  the  College. 
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FRESHMAN,    SOPHOMORE,    AND    JUNIOR    EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  end  of  the  freshman,  sophomore,  and  junior  years, 
students  are  examined  for  advanced  standing. 

GRADING    OF    STUDENTS. 

This  is  effected  at  the  close  of  each  year.  Regularity  of 
attendance  upon  recitations  and  upon  the  required  special  courses 
is  compulsory. 

The  quality  of  the  student's  work  and  the  results  of  recita- 
tions and  examinations  determine  his  grade  at  the  end  of  each 
term. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine: 

The  candidate  must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of 
age  and  must  have  studied  medicine  for  four  years.  He  must 
have  paid  all  dues,  must  have  complied  with  all  the  require- 
ments and  must  have  maintained  unexceptional  conduct  while 
at  the  College. 

He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures  in  a 
recognized  medical  school,  of  which  the  last  must  have  been 
in  this  institution,  one  year  elapsing  between  the  beginning  of 
each  term  and  that  next  following. 

He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during  at  least 
two  college  years  • 

He  must  have  taken  two  practical  courses  in  Anatomy,  two 
in  Chemistry,  and  one  in  each  of  the  following  subjects:  Physi- 
ology and  Histology;  Pathology;  Bacteriology;  Pathological 
Anatomy;  Materia  Medica;  Therapeutics;  Auscultation  and  Per- 
cussion; Obstetrical  Manipulations;  Operative  Surgery  upon  the 
cadaver,  including  Bandaging  and  Minor  Surgery;  and  the  use 
of  the  Laryngoscope,  Ophthalmoscope,  and  Otoscope,,  includ- 
ing Refraction  and  the  fitting  of  Spectacles. 

Every  candidate  must  undergo  a  full  and  satisfactory  written 
and  oral  examination  on  each  branch  taught  in  the  College. 

EXAMINATIONS  «FOR  DEGREES. 

Doctor  Medicinae. — Examinations  for  this  degree  are  held 
at  the  end  of  the  Senior  year. 

This  degree  is  conferred  upon  those  who  have  fulfilled  the 
above  named  requirements  for  graduation. 
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Doctor  Medicinse  Summa  cum  Laude.— This  degree  is  con- 
ferred upon  those  who  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

1st.  The  candidate  must  possess  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science. 

2d.     He  must  not  have  been  a  graduate  in  medicine. 

3d.  He  must  not  have  been  unsuccessful  in  a  previous 
examination  for  the  degree  in  medicine. 

4th.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  in  the  College  four 
years,  have  fulfilled  all  other  requirements  for  graduation,  and 
have  passed  a  superior  final  examination.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  alone  is  author- 
ized to  make  statements  regarding  the  financial  relations  of 
students  to  the  college.

This  fee  covers  all  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory 
instruction,  practical  courses,  recitations,  and  examinations. 
There  is  no  charge  for  attendance  at  the  Dispensary. 

Eighty  dollars  of  this  fee  is  payable  within  one  week  after 
entrance;  and  the  remainder  before  the  15th  day  of  January, 
1898. 

DEPOSITS. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  from  each  student,  pay- 
able on  admission,  to  cover  the  cost  of  unnecessary  damage 
in  the  College  buildings,  and  of  avoidable  loss  and  breakage  in 
the  laboratories.  Deduction  will  be  made  from  this  deposit  to 
cover- the  cost  of  articles  not  returned  or  of  damage  to  College 
property.  Each  student  will  be  charged  for  damage  or  loss  for 
which  he  is  individually  responsible,  and  for  his  pro  rata  share 
of  damage  or  loss  the  responsibility  for  which  cannot  be  indi- 
vidually located. 

Members  of  "the  graduating  class  may  obtain  from  the 
College  the  cap  and  gown  worn  at  the  commencement  exer- 
cises, for  the  sum  of  four  dollars,  three  dollars  of  which  amount 
will  be  refunded  when  these  articles  are  returned  in  good  order. 

Each  student  who  procures  a  skeleton  from  the  Osteolog- 
ical  Laboratory  will  deposit  twelve  dollars  for  the  same,  which 
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sum  will  be  refunded  when  the  skeleton  is  returned  uninjured; 
he  may,  however,  retain  the  skeleton  if  he  so  desire,  in  exchange 
for  the  amount  deposited. 

Those  who  pay  all  fees  and  deposits  on  entering  the  College 
will  receive  a  discount  of  five  dollars. 

HOSPITAL  INTERNES. 

Positions  as  internes  in  the  Presbyterian,  the  Cook  County, 
the  Michael  Reese,  the  St.  Joseph's,  the  St.  Elizabeth's,  the  St. 
Luke's,  the  Augustana  Hospital,  the  Illinois  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  and  the  Illinois  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary, 
are  open  each  spring  to  graduates  through  a  competitive  exam- 
ination held  by  the  respective  hospital  staffs. 

The  occupants  of  these  positions  receive  their  board  and 
lodging,  and  have  experience  in  every  department  of  practical 
medicine  and   surgery. 

FELLOWSHIPS. 

Two  Fellowships,  each  of  the  value  of  four  hundred  dollars 
annually,  one  in  chemistry  and  one  in  pathology  and  morbid 
anatomy,  are  awarded  at  each  Commencement.  The  fellowship 
in  chemistry  is  awarded  to  the  member  of  the  graduating  class 
recognized  as  in  every  way  best  qualified  for  the  position.  He 
devotes  the  year  succeeding  his  appointment  to  original  inves- 
tigation in  medical  chemistry  under  the  direction  of  the  pro- 
fessor of  that  chair  in  the  laboratories  of  the  College.  He  is 
required  to  devote  some  time  of  each  day  in  the  College  year 
to  the  instruction  of  students,  and  has  opportunity  to  attend 
the  clinics  and  pursue  other  lines  of  collegiate  study. 

The  fellowship  in  pathology  and  morbid  anatomy  is  estab- 
lished with  a  similar  end  in  view  and  under  corresponding  regu- 
lations. This  fellow  engages  in  original  research  under  the 
direction  of  the  Professor  of  Morbid  Anatomy,  and  is  required  to 
take  part  in  the  work  of  instruction  of  students. 

PRIZES. 

THE  BENJAMIN  RUSH  PRIZE. 

A  medal  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  is  given  by  the  Faculty 
at  each  Commencement  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class 
who  passes  the  highest  examination  in  every  department  of 
medicine  represented  that  year  in  the  examination  for  the  degree. 
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THE  DANIEL  BRAINARD  PRIZE. 

A  medal  of  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  annually  given 
by  the  Faculty  to  the  Student  who  makes  and  presents  to  the 
College  Museum  the  best  accepted  dissection  in  Surgical  Anat- 
omy. 

THE  FREER  PRIZES. 

These  prizes  are  derived  from  the  income  of  a  fund  presented 
to  the  College  by  Mr.  Nathan  M.  Freer,  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, as  a  memorial  of  the  names  of  two  honored  members  of 
his  family  long  identified  with  the  highest  interests  of  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  J.  W.  Freer  Medal,  of  the  value  of  thirty  dollars,  is 
awarded  as  a  first  prize  to  that  member  of  the  senior  class  who 
presents  the  best  written  essay  on  one  of  the  themes  annually 
announced  for  competition  to  that  class.  The  three  subjects 
from  which  selections  may  be  made,  one  of  which  only  can  be 
chosen  by  each  competitor,  are  announced  to  the  class  early 
in  the  collegiate  year,  the  essays  being  submitted  to  the  Faculty 
on  the  first  of  the  ensuing  April.  These  subjects  are  wholly 
unconnected  with  those  upon  which  the  class  is  examined  for 
the  degree  in  medicine.  A  second  prize  of  the  value  of  twenty 
dollars  in  money  is  awarded  to  the  next  successful  competitor. 

The  subjects  announced  for  competition  in  1897-1898  are: 
Rheumatism,  Diabetes  mellitus,  Polyneuritis. 

The  L.  C.  P.  Freer  Medal,  of  the  value  of  thirty  dollars, 
is  awarded  as  a  first  prize  to  that  member  of  the  junior  class 
who  presents  the  best  essay  on  any  one  of  the  subjects  annually 
offered  to  that  class  for  competition.  The  essays  are  required 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Faculty  by  the  ensuing  April. 
The  subjects  are  selected  from  the  studies  in  the  course  assigned 
to  the  junior  class.  A  second  prize,  of  the  value  of  twenty  dol- 
lars in  money,  is  awarded  to  the  next  most  successful  of  the 
competitors. 

These  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  the  year  1898,  after  compe- 
tition, for  successful  essays  on  the  following  subjects:  Etiology 
of  Endocarditis;  the  Bronchial  Glands;  Bacteriology  of  the 
Healthy  Throat. 

THE  DELASKIE  MILLER  PRIZE. 

A  set  of  obstetrical  instruments  is  annually  given  to  the  stu- 
dent who  passes  the  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  DIRECTIONS  TO  STUDENTS. 

Matriculation. — Students  will  matriculate  and  pay  their  fees 
at  the  College  to  the  College  Clerk. 

Selection  of  Seats  in  the  Amphitheaters. — Students  may  se- 
lect seats  in  the  lecture  rooms  when  they  matriculate,  or  the 
Clerk  will  select  seats  for  them,  previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
term,  on  receipt  of  the  matriculation  fee,  with  a  designation  of 
the  class  they  wish  to  enter.  Seats  thus  pre-empted,  if  not 
occupied  before  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  the  term,  will 
be  forfeited  and  assigned  to  students  who  are  already  in  attend- 
ance. 

Mail. — As  far  as  possible  students  should  have  their  mail 
addressed  to  their  lodgings. 

Board  and  Lodging. — Board  and  lodging  with  the  usual  ac- 
commodations can  be  obtained  at  rates  varying  from  $4.00  to 
$7.00  per  week.  By  associating  in  clubs,  students  may  supply 
themselves  with  good  accommodations  at  a  material  reduction 
from  ordinary  rates.  The  cost  of  table  board  is  from  $2.50  to 
$5.00  weekly.  The  College  Clerk  will  aid  in  obtaining  board 
and  lodging  for  those  making  inquiry  on  the  subject.

Herrick,  Class  of  '82,  is  published  monthly,  and  is  the  official  organ  of 
the  Association.  The  journal  contains  an  epitome  of  Rush  College 
student  life,  besides  reports  of  clinics,  papers  by  members  of  the  Faculty 
and  alumni,  reports  of  the  annual  meeting,  addresses  at  the  banquet, 
and  papers  contributed  at  the  Scientific  meeting.  The  annual  dues, 
one  dollar,  including  the  subscription  for  The  Carpuscle,  may  be  sent  to 
the  Secretary.

The  main  building  of  this  hospital— the  Daniel  A.  Jones  Memorial- 
was  dedicated  and  opened  for  patients  April  22d,  1889.  It  is  a  fire-proof 
structure,  with  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  and 
injured.  With  the  wings,  previously  erected,  the  hospital  has  cost 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars. 

The  hospital,  though  under  the  direction  of  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Chicago,  has  been  constructed  and  furnished  by  interested 
friends  for  the  purpose  of  providing  medical  attendance  and  care  for  the 
sick,  without  reference  to  religious  belief  or  race,  and  is  open  for  the 
treatment  of  general  as  well  as  of  special  medical  and  surgical  diseases. 
Contagious  diseases  are  excluded. 

The  money  already  contributed  has  been  expended  for  the  land, 
building  and  furniture.  There  are  scarcely  any  funds— except  the  sums 
which  certain  churches  have  contributed  for  their  poor— remaining  for 
the  support  of  patients.  Until  the  Board  of  Managers  secure  means  to 
maintain  free  beds,  the  hospital  must  be  supported  by  money  received 
for  the  board  of  patients.  It  is  necessary  for  indigent  patients,  who 
wish  to  secure  medical  attendance  at  this  hospital,  to  obtain  means  to 
pay  their  board  from  the  neighborhood  in  ^which  they  live,  or  from  the 
religious  or  secular  organizations  to  which  they  belong. 

Such  patients  are  required,  on  entering  the  hospital,  to  deposit  with 
the  Superintendent,  in  advance,  money  for  a  month's  board,  also  the 
cost  of  their  fare  home.  Advances  must  be  made  from  time  to  time,  if 
required.  All  balances  are  returned  to  patients  when  they  leave  the 
institution. 

Rates.— The  price  of  private  rooms,  including  board  and  nursing, 
varies,  according  to  their  size  and  location,  from  $12.00  to  $20.00  a  week. 

The  price  of  a  bed  in  the  wards,  including  board,  nursing,  washing, 
and  medicine  is  $8.75  to  $10.00  per  week.  Extra  charge  will  be  made  in 
all  cases  requiring  special  nursing. 

Unless  patients  have  made  arrangements  by  previous  correspondence 
or  otherwise  with  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Staff,  they  will  be  required, 
on  entering  the  hospital,  to  present  a  certificate  from  a  clergyman  or 
some  reputable  person  in  their  locality,  stating  that  they  are  unable  to 
pay  for  treatment. 

All  patients,  should  bring  a  change  of  underclothing.

The  Annual  Winter  Course  of  Instruction  will  begin  about  October 
ist,  1896,  and  end  about  April  1st,  1897. 

Three  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  are  required  before  graduation. 
Graduates  of  pharmaceutical  and  undergraduates  of  medical  colleges  in 
good  standing  and  graduates  of  reputable  veterinary  colleges  are  admit- 
ted to  the  second  year  course,  and  can  become  candidates  For  graduation 
after  taking  two  full  winter  courses  of  instruction. 

Graduation  in  Medicine.- Graduates  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Den- 
tal Surgery  will  be  admitted  to  the  medical  colleges,  and  may  become 
candidates  for  graduation  in  medicine  after  attending  two  full  courses 
of  lectures. 

Graduates  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Surgery  are  excused 
from  the  lectures  on  anatomy,  physiology  and  chemistry,  and  from 
chemical  and  histological  laboratory  work  and  dissecting. 

Students  desiring  to  graduate  in  medicine  are  required  to  notify  the 
Dean,  in  writing,  of  their  intention  at  the  beginning  of  their  second 
course. 

Course  of  instruction  in  this  institution  is  graded. 

TOPICAL  STATEMENT  OP  WORK. 

First  Year.— During  the  Freshman  year  the  studies  taken  up  are: 
Theoretical  and  Practical  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia 
Medica,  Dental  Anatomy,  Histology,  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics 
and  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry. 

Recitations  in  this  course  are  conducted  daily  in  commodious  rooms 
specially  arranged  for  this  method  of  teaching.  Stated  lessons  assigned 
from  approved  text-books  Supplement  the  didactic  lectures  and  work  in 
the  Laboratories. 

Second  Year.— During  the  Junior  year  students  complete  the  work 
in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Histology,  Pathology  and  Bacteri- 
ology and  Materia  Medica.  In  addition  to  this  they  receive  instruction 
in  Comparative  Dental  Anatomy,  Crown  and  Bridge  Work,  Regulating 
Appliances,  Splints  and  all  kinds  of  Plate  Work,  and  operate  in  the 
Infirmary. 

Third  Year.— During  the  Senior  year  the  students  listen  to  lectures 
on  Oral  Surgery,  Therapeutics,  Operative  Dentistry,  Dental  Anatomy 
and  Pathology,  Orthodontia  and  attend  Clinics.  In  addition  to  the 
lectures,  each  student  is  required  to  operate  in  the  Infirmary  and  per- 
form practical  work  in  the  Laboratory.

There  will  be  no  separate  fees  for  Chemical  and  Histological  Labora- 
tory work,  dissecting  and  final  examinations  as  heretofore.

Board,  including  light  and  fuel,  can  be  obtained  at  a  convenient  dis- 
tance from  the  College  at  from  $2.50  to  $4.00  per  week. 

Graduates  of  the  College  are  requested  to  notify  the  Dean  of  changes 
in  their  residences. 

A  fee  of  $$.00  must  be  deposited  to  cover  chemicals  and  breakage  in 
the  Chemical  Laboratory. 


The  new  college  building  occupies  a  prominent  position  among  a  group  of  fifteen 
others,  comprising  medical  colleges,  hospitals,  and  schools.  The  lot  on  which  the 
building  stands  has  a  frontage  of  eighty-five  feet  and  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet.  It  is  a  five-story  and  basement  structure,  the  basement  and  first  story- 
being  of  rock-faced  Bedford  stone,  and  the  superstructure  of  pressed  brick  aDd  terra 
cotta,  with  terra  cotta  trimmings.  The  entire  six  floors  of  the  building  are  divided 
into  lecture  rooms,  class  rooms,  clinic  rooms,  etc..  with  the  exception  of  the  second 
floor,  which  is  devoted  to  the  Dental  iDfirmary.  The  chief  lecture  room  Las  a  seat- 
ing capacity  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  students.  There  is  also  a  dissecting  room, 
thoroughly  equipped  with  all  the  requisites  for  the  study  of  human  anatomy.  There 
are  Histological,  Chemical,  Bacteriological  Laboratories,  also  Laboratories  for 
the  study  of  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics,  and  one  for  the  construction  of 
artificial  dentures.  The  building  occupied  by  the  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Surgery 
is,  in  all  its  appointments,  one  of  the  most  perfect  and  complete  of  its  kind.  The 
addition  made  to  the  building  this  summer  doubles  its  capacity.  Letters  of

Lake  Forest  thus  combines  the 
advantages  of  residence  in  a  city  with  those  of  an  attract- 
ive and  healthful  resort.
